FIERCE BLIZZARD 


Southern Saskatchewan Swept by 
Fierce Storm in Which Numbers 
Are Overcome. 


Regina, Sask., J 5.—News of 
the toll exacted by laet Friday's storm 
in death and suffering continues to 
come to hand. The storm appears to 
have been very severe all along the 
800 Line and many casualties are re- 
ported. These include a homesteader, 
who was frozen to death on New 
Year’s Day, south of Boleou; a man, 
named Clark, of Lang, who perished 
while driving a load of hay from his 
farm, eight miles south of town. 

Three little children, living eouth of 
Yellow Grass, going from their 
father's place to the home of their 
grand perents, two miles distance, 
were also caught in the blizzard and 
when found by a search party, the 
young boy was dead with his two 
sisters huddled in the snow beside 
him. Fear is also entertained with 
regard to the safety of Sheriff A. V. 
Whitehead, of Weyburn, who left to 
drive in the south country on New 
Year's, and has not since been heard 
from and for whom the Mounted 
Police are now searching. 


LUMBER PRICES MAY INCREASE

Trade at the Coast Reported in Good 
Condition. 


Vancouver, January 5.—Buyers 1¢- 
presenting 165 lumber yards in the 
three prairie provinces are now in 
Vancouver, or have been within the 
last few days, to purchase or make 
themseives acquainted with the con- 
dition of the manufacturing end of 
the Jumbering business. A_ large 
manufacturer in the city today said 
the outlook for a heavy exportation of 
lumber to the prairie during the com- 
ing season is excellent. He declar- 
ed the lumbering industry on the 
Coast had never been in better con- 
dition than it is today. Stocks in! 
the mill are about half what they 
were the same time last year, while 
the demand is much better. 

The lumber manufacturers on the 
coast are expecting a general stiffen- 
ing of the market m March and 
April, and while there may be on 
general advance in the price of lum- 
ber, an increase is looked for in cer- 
tuin grades in which some of the 
miils are at present long on. When | 
they have worked their stocks down 
advances will naturally occur.

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 5.—A cold wave 
prevailed over the entire south yester- 
day, not even the orange belt of Sou- 
thern Fiorida heing exempt from the 


freezing temperature. The mercury 
ranged from 2 degrees above zero, at 
Asheville, N.C., to 32 degrees at El 


Paso, Texas, with 28 at Tampa. A 
few Texas points and the extreme sou- 
thern portion of the Florida peninsula 
alone escaped the cold. 

This, according to the local weather 
bureau, was the coldest day the south 
has ever experienced. 

At eight o’clock yesterday morning 
the thermometer registered ten degrees 
above in Atlanta, and for twenty days 
past freezing weather has been ex- 
perienced here. There has been much 
suffering among the poor, especially 
the negroes. y 

At Birmingham, Ala., 
minimum was twelve degrees 
zero, two negroes were frozen to 
death, and near Decatur, with the 
thermomenter around five above zero, 
a family of six rescued yesterday were 
more dead than alive, with one of the 
children expected to die.

Million Dollar Company Prompted 
to Take Risks Under Compen- , 


sation Act.

FISHING DISASTER OFF 
NOVA SCOTIAN COAST 


Eight Boats Driven Out to Sea by 
Blizzard—Between Forty and 
Fifty Rugged Fishermen Must 
Have Perished in Terrific Gale 
and Bitterly Cold Weather. 


Halifax, N. 8, Jan, 5.—A sudden 
blizzard that swept down from the 


north yesterday morning, carried out 
to sea twenty fishing boats belonging 
to Canso, Whitehead and Dover, and 
tonight, after thirty hours search, 
eight boats with between forty amd 
fifty men are missing. Hope that any 
of these men are now alive has been 
abandoned. 


During all this time, the thermo- 
meter has been hovering around zero 
and last night the poor tellows in 


open boats on the icy sea had to en- 
dure the rigors of an atmosphere at 
from six to eight degrees below zero 
The weather was fearful in its severity 
and flereeness. Rough and ragged ns 
are the hardy fishermen, who had to

o'clock as he was going away. I in 
a reader of the Bulletin, the Morning 
Journal and the Evening Journal, 
and I did not find any edvertisement 
for tenders, and I am told there was 
no advertisement in any of those 
papers, On the following morning my 
associates came in from Morinvill 
to tender. I phoned to the office of 
the Alberta & Great Waterways 
euquire if a tender would be received 
When I was told that no tenders 
would be received as the contract was 
let. That same day it was public 
had been 
awarded by the Alberta & Great Wat- 
erways to Dr. MeInnia, of the city of 
Ediionton. 

It now transpires that this receiving 
tenders in Kdmonton, presumably 
from the people of Alberta, was a 
dramatic farce. Dr. Melnnis has ao 
contract from the Alberta’ & Great 
Waterways railway company. 

The people of Alberta have provid- 
ed the means for securing the money 
to build this road and lest they 
should feel hurt at not having been 
given an opportunity to tender for

made a pretence of calling for tend- 
ers, but at the same time a company 
of Winnipeg men, organized within 
the last two months, and known as 
the Canadian West Construction com- 
pany, had the contract, and the poor

tenders were asked. If they did not 
tender they did not get a contract. 
If they did tender they did not get 
a contract, as the contract was 
ready given to the Canadian West 
Construction company, so it was per- 
fectly immaterial whether we tender- 
ed or not. It was made impossible py 
this railway company for any person 
in Alberte under any circum-tances, 
to secure the contract.

No sport 
will tolerate the game of tying a race 
horse to the starting post until the 
favorite nag gets around the race 
treck, much less will the people f 
Alberta submit to unfair treatment 
in tendering where fair competition 
should prevail.

From statements made in the press 
and from the platform, during the 
cempeign preceedings the lest Legialt- 
live election, it would seem that the 
company was under an agreement, 
with the government to build fi‘ty 
miles during the last summer.
